THE MIRAGE. 


Conditions That Make Possible This 
Beautiful [lusion. 

About that natural phenomenon, the 
mirage, much mystery clung in days 
of old, but science explains it as read- 
{ly as the rhinbow. 

The fata morgana of the strait of 
Messina and the specter of the Brock- 
en were nothing more in sober reality 
than mere mirage. 

A mirage may occur at any place 
where the denser stratum of air is 
placed above the lighter stratum, thus 
refracting the rays of light, the com- 
mon surface of the two stratums act- 
ing as a mirror. 

In looming mirages distant objects 
show an extravagant increase in ver 
tical height without alteration in 
breadth. Distant hummocks of ice are 
thus magnified into immense towers 
and pinnacles, and a ship is sometimes 
abnormally drawn out until it appears 
twelve or thirteen times as high as ft 
is long. Rocks are seen drawn up to 
ten or twelve times their proper 
height. Houses as well as human be- 
ings and animals appear in like exag- 
gerated shape. 

Another form of mirage is when a 
ship or some other object near the 
water seems greatly elongated and a 
second inverted image meets it from 
above. 

Sometimes the proper image of the 
object is elevated far above the sea, 
while the second image strangely ap- 
pears inverted beneath it, the whole 
surrounded by a sheet of sky which is 
mirrored and repeated within it. 

In 1882 in the arctic region Captain 
Scoresby recognized by its inverted 
image in the air his father’s ship, the 
Fame, which afterward proved to be 
seventeen miles beyond the visible ho- 
rizon of his observation. 

One August evening in 1806 Dr. 
Vince saw from Ramsgate, at which 
place only the tops of Dover castle 
towers are usually visible, the whole 
of the castle. It appeared as though 
lifted up and bodily placed on the neat 
side of the intervening hill. So per 
fect was this illusion that the hill it- 
self actually could not be seen through 
the figure. 

Some forms of mirage are lateral as 
well as vertical, arising from unequal 
density of two contiguous vertical bod- 
ies of air. Thus on Lake Geneva a 
boat has been seen double, the two 
images some distance apart. 

Persons have been duplicated in the 
same way. Any one on a hot day by 
placing his eye near to a heated wall 
muy see lateral mirages of objects at 
a distance and nearly on a line with 
the wall. 

Mirages are very frequent on des- 


| erts or the large sandy plains which 
| xbound in the southwestern states and 


territories. Many a panting wagon 
train has pushed on in joyous. haste 
at the sight of a green grove or limpid 
lake, only to be cruelly disappointed at 
the fading away of the vision. Is it 
any wonder that the natives and In- 
dians regard the phenomenon as the 
work of evil and tantalizing spirits? 

Lake Ontario is famous for beauti- 
ful and wonderful mirages, during 
which the opposite shore of the lake 
is plainly visible from either side.— 
Pearson's. :

Festus replied that they must come to 
Caesarea and there appear against him 
This they did; but, as before, it was 
simply a case of complaints which 
they could vot prove. in reply to Fes- 


salem and there be judged?" he ap- 
pealed to Caesar. King Agrippa hav- 
ing come to visit Festus, the case is 
brought to ‘his attention as one of Jew- 
ish superstition concerning one Jesus 
who was dead, but whom Paul affirm- 
ed to be alive (xxv, 19. The world 
cares just about as much today about 
Him of whom they spake as “one Je- 
sus.” and the church does not com- 
mend Him to the world much more, 
if any, than the Jews did their God, 
of whom they cried, “Hear, O Israel, 
the Lord our God is one Lord” (Deut. 
vi, 4). 

Agrippa and Bernice having entered 
the place of hearing with great pomp, 
accompanied by the chief captains and 
principal men of the city, Paul is 
brought before them, and, after a briet 
statement by Festus, Paul is permit- 
ted to speak for himself. He told of 
his early life as a Pharisee and his zeal 
against the followers of Jesus until 
the risen and ascended Christ met him 
on the way to Damascus, saved him 
and made him His messenger to the 
“gentiles to turn them from darkness 
to light and from the power of Satan 
unto God, that they might receive for- | 
giveness of sins and inheritanée among 
them are sanctified by faith in Christ, 
He told how, in obedience to the vision 
from heaven, he had at Damascus, 
Jerusalem, throughout Judea and to 
the gentiles preached that they should 
repent and turn to God and prove the 
Feality of it in their lives; that all their 
prophets had testified that the Mes- 
siah of Israel should suffer and die 
and rise from the dead and that He 
should through Israel, the twelve 
tribes, give light to the gentiles after 
the resurrection at the second coming 
of Christ. Along this line of truth as 
to the tenching of the prophets and the 
fulfillment of their predictions botb 
Peter and Stephen and our Lord Him- 
self, in Luke xxiv, all taught. It is 
the one story which the Scriptures tell 
and authorize us to tell, that Israel's 
Messiah shal: oless the world through 
Israel. 

On the way to Damascus Jesus had 
revealed Himself to Saul as truly the 
siessiah, but had also at some time 
taught him a mystery noterevealed in 
the prophets—that during Israel's re- 
jection because of their rejection of 
their Messiah He would gather from 
all nations a people called the church, 
His ‘body, who shorld by discipline 
here be fitted to come with Christ in 
His glory and reign with Him ip His 
kingdom, when Jerusalem shall be the 
throne of the Lord and Israel a right- 
eous nation. It is our privilege, as it 
was Paul's, to go into all the world 
with the glad tidings of forgiveness of 
sins for all who will receive the Lord 
Jesus because of His suffering for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that He 
might bring us to God, And all who 
in this age truly receive Him shall be 
manifested with Him when Israel 
shall see Him coming in the clouds 
with power and glory and shall say, 
“This is our God; we have waited for 
Him, and He will save us” (Isa. xxv, 
9, As to the mystery of this age 
specially revealed to Paul, see Rom, 
xi, 25-27; xvi, 25, 26; Eph. til, ete 
We may be quite sure that that com- 
pany of earth's great ones never beard 
a story like this before, and we do not 
wonder that Festus said with a loud 
voice, “Paul, thou art beside thyself; 

mucb learuing doth make thee mad” 
(24), There are very few companies 
of the Lord's people (so called) who to- 
day know the story as Paul set it 
forth that day, and where there is a 
preacher who thus believes and teaches 
he ls mot apt to be counted a man of 
much learving, but, rather, an unlearn- 
ed man, weakminded, mentally unbal. 
anced. We can reply, as Paul did, 
“We are pot mad, but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness” (25). 
The test question is that which Paul 
addressed to Agrippa, “Bellevest thou 
the prophets?" for “surely the Lord 
God will do nothing, but He reveal- 
eth His secret unto His servants the 
prophets” (Auivs iil, 7). 

In Agrippa's reply there are three 
words which ure specially full of sig- 
bificance, “almost a Christian.” We 
think of another, “not far from the 
kingdom of God,” but we remember 
that all who were pot actually in the

ark with Noah perished, and then 
those startling words, “He that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life;” 
“He that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life, but the wrath of God 
abideth on him” (1 John v¥, 12; John 
fli, 36). So that “almost a Christian” 
simply means “lost,” but who can tell 
the meaning of that word? May none 
who read ever know the doom of the 
lost. With a burning heart and witb 
burning words Pau! declared bis long- 
ing that not only Agrippa, but all who 
heard him that day, might stand in 
Christ as he did.

WESTERN GRAIN CROP 


YIELD ESTIMATED AT 122,000,000 
BUSHELS OF WHEAT 


General Grain Agent Acheson, of the 
C.P.R., says that the Yield Far 
Surpasses Even the Expecations of 
the Largest Estimaters—Largest 
Yield Reported to be in Alberta— 
About the Car Shortage. 


Winnipeg. —General Grain Agent 
Acheson, of the C. P. R., has put the 
final polish to western optimism. If 
there is one man who knows the grain 
situation it is he, and his knowledge 
is based on accurate reports furnished 
by men all over the spreading western 
grain fields. 

Mr. Acheson’s special note of cheer- 


fulness is that grain—and particular- | 


ly -wheat—is running from the separ- 
ator spouts in streams that surpass 
even the expectations of the largest 
estimaters. he grain agent figured 
up the acreage under crop ast Aug- 
ust and estimated the yield at 122,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. With wheat 
selling close to the dollar mark, this 
will mean the circulation of nearly 
$120,000,000 for the wheat crop alone. 

“We estimated the yield of wheat 
in Manitoba at 15 bushels to the acre.” 
he said; ‘Saskatchewan, 17 bushels to 
the acre; and Alberta, 20 bushels to 
the acre. I will show you the actual 
reports we have received. 

“You will see that in Manitoba the 
wheat is running from 17 to 25 bush- 
els to the acre on the average. 

“In the vicinity of Moose Jaw 25 to 
30 bushels to the acre. 

“Around Swift Current the same. 

“Out through Alberta from 27 to 35 
bushels to the acre. At Pincher 
Creek, wheat is running 45 bushels to 
the acre.” 

Discussing the movement of the 
crop, Mr. Acheson stated that the new 
double track at the head of the lakes 
enabled the C.P.R. to whip the long 
wheat trains back to the west in a 
hurry. In consequence of this, and 
despite the great extent of the crop, 
he had not received a single com- 

aint of car shortage this fall. There 
had not been a hint of: a blockade 
anywhere. He said the company had 
sent hundreds of cars into the west 
and additional locomotives and that 
the staff of trainmen has been increas- 
ed for the grain rush by perhaps one 
third. 

It is a very peculiar thing if Mr. 
Acheson has not received any com- 
plaints, for complaints of a car short- 
age have been made; especially at 
Claresholm, where the situation be- 
came so acute that the board of trade 
of the town held a special meeting to 
discuss it and as a result memorial- 
ized the C. P, R. in the matter.

| Military Scandal Angers Russians 

London.—Despite the secrecy of the 
Russian war office over the almost 
daily disclosures of official corruption, 
the most amazing military scandal for 
many years has been exposed. 

Senator’ Pahlem, who is making a 
tour of investigation in Turkestan, 
has discovered that a general. com- 
manding one of the districts of the 
province has for~years been drawing 
pay for the officers and men and all 
the expenses for a six gun field bat- 
tery, which existed only on paper. 

It seems hardly possible that the 
fraud should not have been discovered 
by the occasional inspecting officers 
sent around from headquarters but the 
ingenious general overcame this dan- 
ger by allowing the officers to inspect 
the same battery at two different gar- 
risons. The inspector was shown a 
battery at one depot and while he was 
visiting the next post, guns and men 
were hurriedly transported to another 
garrison, some distance away, where 
the inspector found them awaiting his 
arrival. 


Will Not Aid Centennial 

Edmonton.—A delegation consisting 
of Wm. Whyte, Second Vice-President 
of the C. P. R.; John W. Dafoe, editor 
of the wes Free Press; N. W. 
Hutchinson, D. b. Cameron and T. A. 
Anderson, representing the Winnipeg 
Centennial Exhibition, interviewed the 
members of the Alberta government, 
asking for a contribution of $250,000 
from Alberta towards the Selkirk Cen- 
tennial Exhibition. The answer of the 
government was that they could not 
see their way clear to grant the re- 


quest. 
The government answered that 1912 
would be toa early a stage in the de- 


velopment of the Canadian west for 
the holding of a world’s fair, and that 
they did not consider it likely that the 
province would receive the returns 
from the standpoint of publicity which 
would warrant such an expenditure, 
and further, the province needed all 
the money it could get for public 
works, such as roads and buildings. 


Canada and Defence of the Empire 


Montreal.—It is the duty of the au- 
tonomous doménions of the empire to 
participate in its defencef while at the 
same time, conserving their initiative 
as to the nature and form of this par- 
ticipation in the naval defence of the 
empire. 

This was the opinion presented by 
the legisation committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce to that body at the 
regular meeting, the report being 
a wig en adopted. 

The chamber had received a request 
from the Chamber of Commerce of 
London asking for its support of the 
British navy according to plans pro- 
posed by Admiral Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, and in reply considered it ad- 
visable to reiterate the above senti- 
ments which had been presented and 
approved at the last congress of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Empire, 


Rivers-Wilson Favors Asiatic Labor 

London.—Interviewed by a_ repre- 
sentative of the “Canadian I)lustrat- 
ed,’”’ Sir Charles Rivers-Wjson, presi- 
dent of the Grand Trunk railway, said 
that ‘in regard to the position at the 
Prince Rupert end of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific’ everything preotionlly hinged 
upon the supply of labor. 

Personally Sir Charles said he had 
never been able to appreciate the po- 
sition of the people of British Colum- 
bia in this respect as the early com- 
pletion of the road means much to the 
province, and the temporary employ- 
ment of three or four thousand Asi- 
atics would save three years, Their 
introduction would not displace a 
single native Canadian, as when their 
contracts ended they would be taken 
to the Oriental port from which they 
embarked.

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BERNIER MAY CARRY ON HIS 
NORTHERN EXPLORATIONS 


Will Go North Next Spring, and May 
Go to the North Pole, if he so De- 
sires—Will Have no Restrictions 
Placed on His Movements—Given 
a Rousing Reception in Ottawa— 
Tells an Interesting Story. ' 


Ottawa.—Capt. Bernier of the Arctic 
was the guest of the Canadian club at 
its luncheon in the Grand Union, and 
gave an interesting address with lots 
valuable information and quaint 
touches of humor. But the feature of 
the luncheon was the announcement 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier that Capt Ber- 
nier would be asked to undertake an- 
other trip to the northern seas early 
next spring, and that he would be un- 
fettered by any restrictions, but would 
be allowed to go to the pole or be- 
yond if he desired. 

Capt Bernier told his story in a 
most unassuming manner, _ barely 
touching on any of the hardships, but 
taking them as a matter of course in 
the life of a sailor. He said the trip 
to the north had been undertaken not 
to claim what did not belong to Can- 
ada, but to formally possess land 
which had been given Canada by Eng- 
land which had discovered it. He had 
therefore claimed for Canada _ the 
whole of the Arctic archipelago in de- 
tail and wholesale. He took posses- 
sion to 90 degrees, but did not take the 
pole, which was an invisible thing. 
The trip had been undertaken not for 
reward, but because of the importance 
of taking hold of the land now to save 
disputes later on. He was sorry that 
the little Arctic was not on the coast 


before the Alaska question was, set- | 
the | 


led. He described the course 
Arctic took to its winter quarters at 
Melville Island, and said when he got 
there and saw the northwest passage 
open, he went in ten miles. Then 
when for ten miles behind him and 
twenty miles in front he saw the pass- 


age as open as the St. Lawrence, tears/ 


came to his eyes when he could not go 
with the Arctic, but he was too old a 
sailor not to obey an order, and so he 
decided not to risk the ship, but to 
land supplies and make the passage 
overland by foot. 


Peace Between Christian Nations 

Buffalo.—Amid the wild cheers of 
six Mundred of the most prominent 
men of Buffalo, J. A. MacDonald, edi- 
tor of the Toronto Globe, declared at 
the launching of the National cam- 
paign of the laymen’s missionary move- 
ment in this city, that there could be 
no war among Christian nations, while 
they were combined in the evangeliza- 
tion of the world. He referred to the 
great frontier boundary of over 3,000 
miles, lying between the United States 
and Canada, upon which there is not 
a battleship, a singlo fort or a single 
army post. 4 

“Canada,” he’said, “hopes to pre- 
serve this example of international 
good sense. She would not save it 
otherwise. While in the evangeliza- 
tion of the world, no Christian can 
ever strike hands in war. The great- 
est defence of a nation is not battle- 


ships, great navies or great armies, | 


it is Christianity. America must take 
part in this world-wide movement to 
evangelize the whole earth. This coun- 
try tried to live in isolation to escape 
the worries and responsibilities of the 
other great nations, but it could not. 
I am not an imperialist either. The 
nation as well as the individual that 
lives alone for itself only, will die. 
As America could not escape its re- 
sponsibilities in its affairs of the 
world, so the Christian men of the 
country cannot escape their responsi- 
bilities to the heathen.” 

The campaign launched is the great- 
est ever undertaken by the United 
Protestant church in modern times.

El Paso, Tex.—The long expected 
meeting between President Taft and 
President Diaz of Mexico occurred on 
Saturday.

Mr. Whyte Announces That an Associ- 
ation will be Formed for Securing 
Aid from this Province for Winni- 
peg Exposition—Considers that Ac- 
tion of the Government, Though 
Well tntentioned, was a Mistake. 


Calgary.—Mr. W. H. Whyte, second 
vice-president of.thé C. P. R., was in- 
terviewed while passing through the 
; city from: Edmonton, where he went 
; with a delegation of Winnipeg citi- 
zens to urge the provincial government 
to assist in raising a fund for an inter- 
national exposition at Winnipeg in 
1912. The government declined to 
i grant the request, but Mr. Whyte an- 
inounced that an association will be 
formed and an effort will be made to 
} raise the money just the same. He 
| said: 
| ‘The action of the Alberta govern- 
ment will not deter us at ali. We will 
}go right ahead with our plans. The 
}action taken, though well intentioned, 
I consider a mistake. The reason 
given by the government for declining 
to grant our request was that it needs 
its funds just now too much for build- 
|ing new roads, schools and buildings. 
I admit that it is taking a great deal 
of money for that purpose, but I hold 
that it could be placed to just as good 
advantage in holding an exposition. 
We were told that the people are com- 
ing here faster now than they can be 
handled. That is absurd. And I 
might say in this connection that what 
immigrants are coming have been in- 
fluenced by the advertising done by 
the Canadian Pacific. 
| “But as a matter of fact, while there 
|are some people settling in the winter 
|wheat belt, there are comparatively 
|few going into the country to the 
| north. The setlers are not coming 
i here fast enough yet to suit me. That 
is why I would like to see the ex- 
position. It would mark a great event 
in Canadian history, and also 100 
years of peace in the republic to our 
south. It would afford an opportunity 
for the people of this country, the 
United States, Great Britain and other 
nations to show what each has to offer 
to the other. It would give a wonder- 
ful impetus to the immigration to 
Canada, which is now only fairly 
begun.” i

SHORTER ROUTE TO BRITIAN 


The American Consul at St. John’s, 


‘Newfoundland, gives an aecount of the 


progress with the plans for establishing a 
short steamship route from Europe to 
Canada by way of Newfoundland. The 
object is to provide the shortest possible 
route between Europe, the British Isles, 
and the Continent of America, and this 
line will involve a much shorter sea 
passage than any existing route. It is 
proposed to run.a line of fast steamers 
from some port in England to a port on 
Green Bay, Newfoundland. From there 
an eighty-five mile railway will be built 
to some port in Bay of Islands, on the 
west coast, and thence fast steamers will 
cross to some point in Canada. This 
will make the journey from Great Britain 
to Canada and the United States twenty- 
four or thirty-six hours shorter than any 
other route, and save nearly half the sea 
voyage. The Newfoundland Govern- 
ment have given their approval and sup- 
port to the scheme,

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CHEAPNESS OF G.T.P. 


Tariffs on New Line Will Be Below 
All Other Routes. 


A remarkable claim on behalf of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific has just 
been made by the well-known engin- 
eer, Mr. Duncan MacPherson, who 
has been prominently connected with 
the location and construction of the 
National Transcontinental Railway. 
He maintains that not only will the 
Grand Trunk Pacific be able to beat 
any existing railway in Canada in 
the cheapness with which it will be 
able to haul freight, but that it will 
transport grain from Winnipeg to 
Quebec cheaper than the cheapest ex- 
isting water route and far cheaper 
than the present combination of rail 
and water routes between the two 
points. He bases this assertion on 
the directness of the G.T.P. route 
and the superior character -of its 
roadbed. 

“The distance between Winnipeg 
and. Quebec,”’ Ke said, “via the Trans- 
continental’ will be 1,351 miles, as 
compared with 1,771 miles via the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to Fort 
William, and lake, canal and St. 
Lawrence river, which route involves 
five trans-shipments of the grain. On 
the *Transcontinental a Mallet arti- 
culated compound locomotive will be 
capable of hauling a gross load of 
4,290 tons, or a net paying load of 
2,860 tons, equal to 95,333 bushels of 
wheat. Assuming ‘the earnings of 
such trains to be $4.40 per mile— 
which will be exactly double the 
earnings of the C.P.R. freight trains 
for 1908—it is found that even at this 
figure the cost per bushel over the 
1,351 miles between Winnipeg and 
Quebec is 4.25 cents. The lowest 
known rate from Fort William to 
Montreal, via the lake, canal and St. 
Lawrence river, a distance of 1,216 
miles was 4 cents per bushel in 1908. 
This 4 cents per bushel for 1,216 miles 
would be equivalent to 4 decimal 44 
cents for 1,361 miles, so that at $4.40 
a mile per train mile the engines 
could haul grain on the Transcon- 
tinental Railway, eastbound from 


existing water route could haul it 
the same distance, and 10.86 cents 
per bushel cheaper than the present 
combined rail and water routes. 

“In fact?’ said Mr. MacPherson. 
“the G.T.P. will be able to haul the 
grain at about one-quarter the present 
rail and water rate.” 


Hamar Greenwood's Tour. 

Hamar Greenwood, the member for 
York in the British Parliament, has 
not taken his annual trip to the Cana- 
dian Pacific coast this year, because 
h2 is putting in ig and day sittings 
in the House of Commons, with 
speaking ‘tours on behalf of the bud- 
get as extras. There are only about 
twenty speakers in England, who can 
command and hold large audiences, 
and Mr. Greenwood is certainly one 
of these. @ 

He jis now touring Cornwall and 
Devon on behalf of the budget league, 
an organization with Mr. Haldane. 
the War Minister at the head, which 
is re-invigorating the Government 
throughout the country. Mr. Green- 
wood started from Exmouth, the 
home of Sir Walter Raleigh, on the 
10th, and toured by motor through 
two of the most beautiful and historic 
counties in the British Isles. 

His plan of operation is to speak at 
a noon-day meeting im some quaint 
English town, and then to motor to a 
larger town, and take one and some- 
times two meetings in one night. In 
this way, he will speak at all the 
principal Cornish and Devon places 
in about ten days. His yoice never 
tires-and his six-feet of good Cana- 
dian physique is equal to any work 
that runs up against him. He knows 
his subject, speaks lucidly and with 
a minimum of gesticulation, and nev- 
er fails to ask for questions, and to 
deal with them pointedly and polite- 


ly 

He ought to be at least Under Sec- 
retary at the Colonial Office, for if 
he does not know more about the 
colonies and as much about the Gov- 
ernment of the home country as many 
so-called English statesmen, then he 
is not worthy of the Dominion ot 
which he is always so keen a cham- 
pion. 


Grain Exports. 

The Census and Statistics Monthly 
publishes records of exports of grain 
from Canada in the years, 1900, 1905 
and 1908. Of wheat we exported in 
1900, 9,359,640 bushels,!in 1905 41,- 
905,937 bushels and in 1908, 45,879,058 
bushels. 

Of oats we exported for the first 
year 8,106,680 bushels; for the second 
capa 3,869,302 bushels and for the 

ird year, 4,829,025 bushels. 

Of barley we exported for the first 
year 2,412,972 bushels; for the second 
year, 982,738 bushels, and for the 
third year, 2,707,154 bushels. 

Wheat is obviously the great staple 
of our grain exports, but in 1908 we 
expo about 10,000,000 bushels as 
flour, which makes our total for that 
year about 56,000 bushels, or only 18,- 
000,000 bushels less than the total

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‘HISTORIC LACROSSE. 


Canadian National Game Is Spread- 
ing All Over the World. 


Lacrosse is probably the most ex- 
citing game known to the athletic 
world. Although only 45 years of age 
as a white man’s pastime, it has 
nevertheless been played by the In- 
dians for many years. In its old form 
many Indians took part, and with 
two curious looking sticks carried by 
each player the game moved fast over 
the red man’s playground. For many 
years it was entirely unknown to the 
white mam. The late Dr. W. George 
Beers, of Montreal, who is known as 
the father of lacrosse in Canada, took 
hold of the game some 40 years ago 
and reduced it to the middle stages | 
of perfection, which stamped it as the 


she ier of outdoor games. Clubs 
gan to maha up in Montreal, 
aughnawaga, ornwall, St. Regis 


and Ottawa, and these places were 
jioneers in establishing the popular- 
ity of the game. Then the city of 
Toronto fell into line. In those days 
the Indian was the peer, if not the 
superior, of the white man, Upon 
the visit of the Prince of Wales, now 
King Edward, to Canada, a lacrosse 
ame was one of the principal sport- 
ing events on the program in_his 
honor, and he thoroughly enjoyed 
witnessing the combat between the 
redskins and the pale-faces, as the 
whites are called by the red men. 
Soon after this the game began to 
spread and become one of science, 


‘instead of one of speed and endur- 


ance, and to-day, when played by 
members of the big leagues, it is one 
of the headiest and most scientific 
gaines known to athletes. Passing 
and combination work has taken the 
place of endurance, and where there 
was only one association throughout 
all Canada, there are now seven with 
a club membership running up into 
the hundreds, and active members 
numbering into the tens of thousands. 
Not only has the game progressed in 
Canada, but also in the United States, 
where the colleges and city clubs are 
taking it up and employing Canadian 
coaches. England is taking hold of 
the game in a most remarkable man- 


ner. In Australia and New Zealand, 
Canada’s national game is going 
ahead by leaps and bounds. 


Strange as it may seem, while the 
white men have mastered the red- 
skins at playing the game, no pale- 
face has yet become proficient in the 
art of making a lacrosse stick. The 
Indian is: naturally a born whittler, 
and as soon as he is able to handle 
a knifé is found at work whittling a 
piece of hickory. 

The making of a lacrosse stick is 
far more difficult than a look at it 
would indicate. From the time the 
trees are felled until the lacrosse is 
strung up ready for shipment requires 
generally about four months. 

Only the butt, or first six feet, of 
a hickory tree is used in manufac- 
turing the lacrosse sticks, the bal- 
ance being too brittle to take the 
sharp curves. The wood is split up 
into strips 11-4 inches wide an 
shaped up with a draw-knife ready 
for the Bending forms. They are 
then air dried for from two to three 
weeks so that the steam will pene- 
trate. When the sap is considered to 
be all out of the wood it is placed 
in a steamer, and when soft, bent 
over a form and wir The stick is 
alloWed to stand for six weeks, 80 
that it will keep its shape when the 
wires are removed. After the wires 
are removed, the sticks are taken to 
the gougers and a purtion removed 
about the middle of the stick, so 
that ‘the backs can be steamed and 
bent. 

They are again allowed to season 
in this manner for some weeks. The 
stick is then rounded about the han- 
dle sufficiently to allow it to be 
doulled. When doulled they are 
passed along to be back-shaped, after 
which the inside is taken out by a 
draw-knife and the stick is passed 
along to the men who whittle the 
most important part of the lacrosse, 
which is at the different bends. This 
is really where the fine points of 
lacrosse-making come in. At this 
particular part there are many differ- 
ent curves and thicknesses and a 
small shaving must be whittled off 
Here and there to get them to the 
proper proportion and weight. Only 
men of long experience are, employed 
at this particular work. When this 

rtion of the stick is completed it is 
eeted and bent up at the crook and 
passed on to a boring machine, where 
the holes are bored to receive the 
strings. The stick is then sand- 
papered and a coat of filling is ap- 

lied, and the stringing takes place. 
his latter part of the work is done 


by both squaws and Indians, the 
former being equally as expert at 
this branch as the latter. The string 


of the higher grade lacrosse sticks 
are generally clock cord or catgut, 
which is manufactured in England. 
The leaders or guard is made from 
rawhide. It oftens happens that 
every member of the family is em- 
ployed in the manufacturing of la- 
crosse sticks.
